Battery / AC operation is 
accomplished with an internal power supply, 
battery changer, and connections for an external 
12 Volt battery of any size.

The charger in the Ultimate Go Kit Version 2 
is designed to charge lead acid batteries. There is 
also metering to monitor voltage and current 
consumption. A battery booster can be switched in 
to maintain 13.8 Volts at the radio, thereby 
maintaining maximum performance from the two 
radios. A tuner, headphone audio control, USB and 
HF and VHF packet interfaces round out this 
feature rich Go Kit. See the next page for pictures.
